BERLIN, via London, June 16.—Fresh 
engagements between British and Ger- 
man forces developed early today in the 
Bullecourt region and east of Monchy, 
says the official statement issued today 
by the Germany army headquarters 
staff. 

The British are attacking again in the 
Arras region, the official bulletin from 
Berlin indicates. It was in the Bulle- 
court region that Gen. Haig yesterday 
renewed the Arras offensive, capturing 
another sector of the Hindenburg line. 
Apparently he is striking again in this 
vicinity and also further north, along 
the Arras-Cambrai road.

They Take Heavily Fortified 
Corne Cavento From Aus- 
trians in Eastern Trentino. 


ROME, via London, June 16.—Italian

statement issued today by the Italian 
War Department. 


British Repulse German Attacks on 
Newly Won Positions. 
LONDON, June 16.—Repulse of a Ger- 
man attack on the positions captured 
by the British south of the Ypres-Co- 
mines Canal is announced by the War 
Office. The statement follows: 
“The positions we captured on Thurs- 
day evening south of the Ypres-Comines 
Canal were attacked by the enemy after 


‘heavy artillery preparation. A few Ger- 


mans who succeeded in reaching our 
front trenches were at once killed or 
driven out, and the attack was com- 
pletely repulsed at all points.“ 

The British troops are striking along 
almost the entire line they hold in 
Northern France, not with the terrific 
force which marked the victories of Ar- 
ras and Messines, but in a more or less 
tentative manner, as if in preparation 
for another strong and concentrated 
blow. 

Yesterday they delivered an attack 
upon and captured further portions of 
the Hindenburg line northwest of Bulle- 
court, notwithstanding the resistance of 
the Germans, who suffered heavy casu- 
alties, according to the official com- 
munication issued last night. 

The statement reads: 

“Early this morning we attacked and 
captured a further portion of a sector 
of the Hindenburg iine still held by the 
enemy northwest of Bullecourt. The 
hostile garrison offered stubborn resist- 
ance and suffered heavy casualties. We 
took 43 prisoners. 

We also captured a few prisoners 
as the result of successful raids east of 
Loos and in the neighborhood of the 
River Lys. 

“Our own and the enemy artillery 
were active during the day north of the 
Scarpe and at a number of points be- 
tween Armetieres and Ypres. 

“Four German airplanes were brought 
down yesterday in air fighting and three 
others were driven down out of control. 
Two of our machines falled to return.“

INQUIRY BEGUN

NEAR. BARRACKS 


Federal and County Officials In- 
vestigatirig Complaints as to 
Liquor and Immorality. 


PLANNED. 


RIGID ACTION 


oe 
Wholesale Revocaton of Saloon 
Licenses Likely if There Have 
8 Been Law Violations. 


Federal and county authorities today 
began an investigation into conditions 
in the vicinity of Jefferson Barracks 
with reference to immorality and the 
sale of liquor, complaint concerning 
which has been made to Raymond B. 


Fostick, civilian chairman of the War 
Department’s Commission on Training 
Camps. 

The Federal investigation is being 
made under the direction of Distriet At- 
torney Oliver. Investigatrs acting on his 
orders are ascertaining how much truth 
there is in reports that liquor is being 
persistently sold to soldiers in the viein- 
ity of the Barracks and that disorderly 
houses are running wide opén at no 
great distance from the reservation. 

‘Baker Stands by Fosdick. 

A Post-Dispatch correspondent who 
called at Secretary of War Baker's of- 
fice in Washington yesterday was told 
that the office stands by Fosdick’s warn- 
ing that vice and liquor conditions in 
the vicinity of army posts must be rem- 
edied immediately or the army posts will 
be removed. 

Reports to Fosdick, it was stated, were 
that liquor dealers of both St. Louis and 
St. Louis County were persistently sell- 
ing liquor to soldiers. Throughout the 
country, it was stated at Secretary 
Baker’s office, the local authorities were 
as a rule co-operating cheerfully with 
the War Department in cleaning up con- 
ditions of this kind and the work was 
progressing ‘satisfactorily, but this had 
not been the case in St. Louis and St. 
Louis County up to date. 

In a letter recently addressed to the 
Governors of the several states, Secre- 
tery Baker emphasized the necessity of 
raving clean conditions about army 
camps. He stated frankly that ue, 
such conditions could be secured by 
other means the camps would be moved 
away. This warning still stands, it was 
stated/ and the threat will be carried 
cut wherever drastic action may become 
necessary. 

District Attorney Oliver said that he 
had received complaints of conditions 
about the Barracks and had an investi- 
gation made last Saturday night, but 
the saloon keepers had apparently re- 
ceived info tion that an Investigation 
was on and there were no violations of 


the law. With respect.to immorality, | 


he aded, Secretary ker had not yet 
defined the radius to Which the provi- 
stons of the conscription law would ap- 
ply in this particulary After the radius 
was established, he said, he would pros- 
ecute all women who violated the law. 
Mooney Pians te Act. 

John Mooney, member of the Excise 
Foard of St. Louis County, declared the 
board would revoke the licenses of all 
paloon keepers who sell directly or in- 
directly to soldiers in uniform. By in- 
directly he meant sales to soldiers 
through civilian intermediaries. He said 
i. was the duty of citizens to report such 
evasions of the law to the Sheriff or 
the Excise Board. No such reports had 
been received. 

The Excise Board, he added, had re- 
fused six applicatiéns for licenses for 
temporary saloons in shacks and tents 
near the Barracks and also near Max- 
welton 
Infantry is in camp. Ignorance of the 
law would not be accepted as an excuse, 
he said, for violations. 

Mooney, atfer second thought, made a 
Statement criticising eitisens for not 
supplying information of violations of 
the law to the county authorities. By 
failing to do this, he said, they had done 
a grave injustice by casting nation- 
wide reflection on the local authorities. 

Prosecuting Attorney Ralph said the 
report of conditions was like a boit out 
of the clear sky” to him, and that he 
knew nothing about it. 

Sheriff Bopp stated he had received 
no complaints of sales of liquor to men 
in uniform. There was. danger. he ad« 
mitted, of blind tigers springing up. 
announced he would use due diligence 
in suppressing these. 

Chief of Police Young notified the Cap- 
tains today to have their men report to 
the Excise Commissioner all saloon 
keepers in whose places drinks are sold 
e given to men in uniform, 

Col. Irwin, commanding officer at the 
Barracks, as told yesterday, dented to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that drunken- 
ness and immorality existed there. He 
denounced the reports as an organised 
campaign to discourage eniiatmentsa. He 
said that. except for the or 800 men 
who compose the permanent establish- 
ment, the recruits are kept there only a 
few das and are rarely permitted to 
leave the reservation.

JAPAN REFUSES TO JOIN IN 
U. S. ACTION AS TO CHINA 


Suggestion of American Government That Other 
Nations Support Move for Internal Peace, 
Also Rejected by England. 


WASHINGTON, June 16—Japan has 
taken action similar to Great Britain's 
in refusing to associate herself with the 
American action in asking the rival fac- 


| | tions in China to compose their differ- 


ences, it is said today at the State 
Department. No reason was given for 
the action of either nation, but it is as- 
sumed that neither felt that the Amer- 
lean action would be successful. 

Japan is known to resent that the 
United States sent its note to China. 
feeling that it disregarded the specia! 
position Japan claims for herself there. 
The whole question, from what little id 
being divulged by the State Department. 
seems to have arisen from a series of 
misundetstandings. 

History of Note. 

AS neariy as can be learned the United 
States June 4, addressed what is con ; 
sidcred a friendly note to China, asking 
the two fightirg factiona to compose 
their differences and reztore internal 
orders. At about the same time Great 
Britain, France and Japan were invited 
to take some steps toward the restora- 
tion sf order in China, but Japan, at 
least, apparently did not understand 
that the American action had already 
been taken. 

June 8 the first public intimation cf 
Amerlza's actun! actlon came in a dis- 
patch from Pekin, quoting the text 97 
the American rote given out apparently 
by the Chinese authorities. 

June 9 there appeared in the Tokio 
Asahi not this real text but a Ccispatch 
sunt from’ New York and consisting of 
newspaper commént. The Japanese 
were doubly disturbed, fret, by the 
seeming dire:t interference in China's 
affairs and second by the knowledge 
that America bad already taken her 
action while negetiations were appavent - 
ly still under way. 

The Brieish View. 

Today, again from a foreign source, 
comes the first word of the original 
American suggestion that other Gov- 
n —— themselves in the

move to restore order in China. Great 
Britain is reported to have expressed 
general agreement with America’s po! 
icy, but the view the situation from a 
slightly different angle. Just what that 
angle is is not known as the full text 
has not been received here, and it is 
doubtful, from the fact that all informa- 
tion so far has come from abroad, if 
it will be made public, 

Meanwhile, China is understood not 
to have replied te the American note. 
though reports indicate that it was 
“favorably received.” 

The State Department is not making 
public any of its dispatches about the 
revolution, but news dispatches indi- 
cate that Gen. Chang Hsun, head of the 
military faction, has arrived as a die- 
tator in Pekink following President's 
Li's compliance with his demand to dis- 
solve Parliament. Whether this mean’ 
the restoration of a monarchy, ad hinted 
at, is uncertain. 

France also asked by this country to 
take action, has not formally replied as 
yet, but it is though unlikely that she 
will follow the United States now that 
Great Britain and Japan have refused 
to do 80.

Submarines Mean Victory. 

Germany's situation was described as 
absolutely secure, and German voctory 
as certain, owing to the relentless work- 
ing of the submarire.

England’s losses in 50 days of the 
spring offensive were placed at 285,00 
men, from 34 divisions engaged.

Although there remain but 15 
months in which to build and begin 
the operation of a municipal garbage 
reduction plant recommended by the 
Board of Publie Service, the Board of 
Aldermen yesterday adopted a reso- 
lution to adjourn on July 6 until 
Sept. 21. Only three regular meet- 
ings can be held before the date set 
for adjournment. 

With its recommendation for a 
néw municipal plant to be owned and 


operated by the city, the Board of di 


Public Service also submitted to the 
Aldermen a bill providing an appre- 
priation for the purpose. It will be 
necessary to hurry this bill to passage 
if the municipal plant is to be ready 
when the present contract with the 
Indiana Reduction Co. expires in Sep- 
tember, 1918. 
Can Be Bult in 15 Months. 

President Kinsey told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that 15 months will 
be time enough to erect and start a 
plant if legislation authorizing its 
constructfon is hastened. It has been 
stated around the city hall that the ad- 
vocates of purchasing the Indiana Re- 
duction Co.’s plant near Dupo, III., in- 
cluding Vice President Hall of the 
Board of Aldermen, and Alderman 
Udell and Scholl, will not be in a 
hurry to pass a bill for a muincipal 
plant. 

If the Board of Aldermen adjourns 
until September without adopting the 
bill presented yesterday by the Board 
of Public Service, the interval left for 
the completion of a municipal plant 
will be too short and the city will 
either have to make a new contract 
with the Indiana Reduction Co. or ae- 
quire its establishment, which hase 
been offered for $375,000. Delay in 
legislating for a municipa) plant will 
aleo add greatly to its cost, due to the 
steady increase in the ‘prices of ma- 
terials and labor. 

Objects to Adjournment. 4 

Alderman Hart, at yesterday's meet- 

ing of the Board of Aldermen, objected 
to the early adjournment far the sum- 
mer, explaining that important legisia- 
tion is pending and should have some 
action before the present session is in- 
terrupted for nearly three months.

“An oiler, Edward Cunningham of 
Brooklyn, was drowned while escaping 
to a boat. Wireless Operator G. Curran 
Jr. of New York, died of heart trouble 
in the Hfeboat, and one seaman, E. 
Moustner, was injured by gun fire and 
died in a lifeboat. Fireman A. Geeisen 
also died of wounds. These last two 
were treated by the surgéon of the sub- 
marine. 

‘The German submarine captain con- 
gratulated the American captain upon 
the splendid fight he made. 

“Half an hour after the vessel was 
sunk the eréw was picked up by a paas- 
ing steamer. Forty-three of the original 
crew of 47 were landed. Six of these 
were slightly wounded and placed in a 
hospital. All the gunners were saved.“

“It is beyond precedent that an ap- 
pointive official supplants an elective ‘ 
officer in this way,“ Schwartz con- 
tinued. ‘“‘Assuming that this whole 
thing is cocked and primed, and is ‘go- 
ing over’, I propose that the special 
committee shall be selected with care. 
The Comptroller should be a member. 
The remission of the .mill tax is surely 
a ‘fiscal matter.’ The question whether 
we are to continue to collect mill taxes 
from the United Railways Company is 
one which the Comptroller should help 
to decide. The proprieties of the situa- 
tion require his presence on the com- 
mittee. It is unnecessary and improper 
to include the City Counselor.“ 

Alderman Hart declared that the reso- 
lution should have been referred to the 
Public Utilities Committee, which is cre- 
ated for the purpose of considering leg- 
islation of the sort that the United Rail- 
ways seeks. Hart voted to exclude 
Counselor Daves from the committee. 
The resolution as amended, omitting 
Counselor Daues, carried by a vote of 
19 to 9.

Charles R. Meston, of 5 Kingsbury 
place, former manager of manufactur- 
ing of the Emerson Electric Co., is ina 
sanitarium at Cromwell, Conn., recover- 
ing from a nervous breakdown result- 
ing from two years’ close application 
to work of perfecting an Invention for 


electrical refrigeration. It is said at 
least six months’ rest is essential to his 
recovery. 

The laboratories in which Meston had 
a force of highly skilled mechanics 
working on the invention have been 
closed and the company, which he or- 
ganized to carry forward the work, has 
been liquidated. Meston, who made a 
fortune in the electrical manufacturing 
business, lost heavily In the venture. He 
has been successful as an inventor, as 
well as a manufacturer, having invented 
many electrical devices.

He is 
battling valiantly with the scarecrows of his vivid 
imagination. He is hurling eloquent phrases at 
a visionary tyrant and appealing to the Goddess 
of Liberty to save us from the loss of the God- 
given right to charge as much for the necessaries 
of life as we can get and to pay as much as the 
food and fuel monopolists, the food gamblers, the 
food hoarders and the food price manipulators 
choose to charge. 

Better that the people go without food than that 
one jot of the opportunity of the men who con- 
trol bread and meat to make money be abated. 
Better a shortage in a land of plenty than the 
legal limitation of the power to squeeze the pub- 
lig or the regulation of food distribution. Better 
bread riots than restriction of profit-making in 
the necessaries of life. The right to starve under 
the reign of extortionists must not be interfered 
with. 

In effect this is the conclusion of Senator Reed's 
impassioned denunciation of the measure to give 


the President power to protect the people from 


evils of accident or design in the handling of the 
food, feed and fuel supplies of the country in this 
crisis. The combination of a food shortage and a 
fuel monopoly with abnormal demand threatens 
suffering either from actual lack of food or from 
the invariable accompaniment of shortage, exces- 
sive and extortionate prices far beyond the nor- 
mal. 

The people are suffering now from high prices 
far beyond the normal standard justified by cost of 
production and handling and by the price paid pro- 
ducers. The mere expectation of shortage and 
exceptional demand is made the excuse for extor- 
tion. 

Senator Reed bitterly opposes granting power 

to the President and his board to contro! supplies 
of food and fuel to prevent suffering. He grossly 
misrepresents the intent of the grant of power 
and draws exaggerated pictures of its abuse. 
How can there be food control without power to 
control? Why should he assume that the powers 
will be abused or carried to the extreme of tyran- 
nical interference with business or modes of 
living ? 

The object of the law is beneficent; it is to 
protect the people from suffering. Why does Sen- 
ator Reed assume that its operation will be 
malevolent? Why assume that the purpose of 
stimulating production, co-operating with business 
and saving the people from meager rations will 
be twisted into a check on production, destruction 
of business and wanton hardship on the people? 
The President now has tremendous powers in 
other directions. Why not assume that he will 
use them malevolently and foolishly and abuse 
them tyranically? We must intrust our leaders 
with power. If it is abusod the power of Congress 
to grant can take it away. 

Which is better—to entrust the President, who 
is charged with the protection of the people, with 
power to control the supplies of food and fuel, or 
leave the power of control in the hands of men 
who recognize no law except that of money mak- 
ing?

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SIX-OBNT OAR FARES. 

President Richard McCulloch of the United Rail- 
ways suggests that the increase in the price of 
most things required by street car lines may ren- 
der an increase in fares necessary. The same pro- 
position is up in official form before the Public 
Service Commission of the City of New York. 
Car lines which have been so financed as to create 
enormous fictitious values and which never stint 
on the expenditure of huge sums in resisting the 
claims of their employes and fighting just strikes 
are making piteous pleas based on what is going 
to happen to them if they are not permitted to 
charge 6 or 7 cents for rides. 

In fact, the pleas are so moving that one won- 
ders what the unfortunate car lines in other cities 
are going to do which lack the advantage of cinch 
5-cent-straight fares, which, in fact, carry pas- 
sengers at the rate of six ridés for a quarter and 
seven rides for a quarter and even eight rides for 
a quarter. Nobody is coming to the ald of the sal- 
aried man who finds expenses greatly increased 
while his income is fixed and probably the utilities 
will have to worry along as he does during the 
year or two when exceptional conditions will pre- 
vail. 

The utility corporations will hate to prove pov- 
erty on a basis of returns for actual investment.

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ST. LOUIS’ GREAT MEDICAL SCHOOL. 

The long expectation of St. Louis educators that 
their city would become internationally famous 
for a great medical school built around Washing- 
ton University seems to be approaching fulfill- 
ment. The Rockefeller Education Board gift of 
$1,000,000 to supplement the $500,000 raised by 
the donations of St. Louisans assures the financial 
backing for such an ambitious enterprise. 

The fine group of buildings already erected op- 
posite Forest Park provides the physical nucleus 
for a great institution. That the university’ 6 rank 
was already high is sufficiently attested Uy the 
fact that to Washington and Johns Hopkins only 
were such great Rockefeller endowments offered. 

The money, will be used for research work in 
surgery, medicine and pediatrics. It will be in- 
vested in gild-edged securities, such ag Liberty 
Loan Bonds, and the annual income will be suffi- 
ctent to maintain the new departments. Scientists 
and students from all over the world wil find 
their attention drawn more and more to the St. 
Louis school. The rest of the city will directly 
benefit from the exceptional benefits it offers and 
its growing influence as an educational center. 
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Some still persistently contend that money will 
not go nearly as far as it used to go. However, 
a check lost at Pana, III., during the tornado of 
May 26, has just been found at Sidell, 80 miles 
away. 
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DETESTABLE BUT NOT WAR. 

The steamer Kariba was sunk 230 miles from 
land by a submarine. After 12 days in an open 
boat, during seven of which they had been without 
food, 10 of her starving men were rescued, two 
having died of their hardships. 

The Caithnes was torpedoed 250 miles from land, 
21 being drowned at once. The remainder drift- 
ed for 16 days in a waterlogged boat, without food, 
but two being alive when rescue came. 

If death and suffering in this horrible form had 
been caused by the incapacity or neglect of the 
owners or responsible officers of these vegsels, 
what an outcry of condemnation would go up 
in every place around the world where seafaring 
men exchange views and where men and women 
congregate who benefit through the comforts and 
necessities brought to them at the risk of mari- 
time perils. Or, if both these vessels had been 
sunk through accidental collision with other ves- 
sels and the officers of those other vessels had 
sailed away, abandoning in broad daylight the 
perishing victims to their fate, the inexpressible 
inhumanity of the offense would be remembered 
against them for generations. 

But hoth these stout ships were sunk deliber- 
ately in midocean by Germans for the pretended 
advancement of the repute and glory of the Ger- 
man nation. After this barbarity those Germans 
were guilty of the further barbarity of making off 
without giving their victims food or help. 

It is detestable, but it is not war—not war as 
fought by manly men of either civilized or savage 


peoples.

Two threats to have Organized 
Baseball laid out in its coffin for vio- 
lation of Uncle Sam's laws have 
reached the courtroom thus far, both 
of them suits brought at Federal 
League instigation.

THE MYSTERY OF RASPUTIN. 

N the hours before daylight on Dec. 30, 
| last, in a house belonging to Prince 

Felix Yusupov, whose wife was 4 
cousin to the Czar, the monk Gregory 

Rasputin was assassinated. This ec- 
clesiastic, of peasant origin, had been 
fren power behind the throne for some 
time. His influence in the Russian court 
Was paramount, and he was an: object 
of unlimited devotion by some and of 
disgust and hatred by others in Govern- 
ment circles. 

Isaac Don Levine, foreign news editor 
of the New York Tribune, in his book, 
„The Russian Revolution,“ calls him a 
moral degenerate, friend and protector 
of swindlers, a sturdy rogue, over- 
grown with a forest of dirty, unkempt 
hair, dirty in person and disgusting in 
habits. His language oscillated between 
the stock in trade odds and ends of 
Scripture and mystic writ and the foul- 
est vocabulary of Russian, which of all 
white men’s tongues is the most power- 
ful in the expression of love and affec- 
tion and of abominable abuse.“ The 
secret of his power over the Czarina, 
it is asserted, lay in the fact that he 
claimed to exercise a mysterious influ- 
ence over the health of the little Grand 
Duke Alexis. In proof of this, the boy 
fell sick whenever Rasputin was absent 
which, it is explained, was brought about 
by the fact that the monk had a con- 
federate at the palace, a Madame Viru- 
bova, who mixed harmful powders in 
the child's food at such times. 

In striking contradiction with this view 
of Rasputin is that of Baroness Souiny, 
in an interesting book, ‘‘Russia of Yes- 
terday and Tomorrow,“ just published 
by the Century Co. This author, herself 
a Russian subject, says of the dead 
monk: 

“It is disquieting that Rasputin could 
be assassinated without making an end 
of him; he exercises his spell beyond the 
grave. He still puzzles the world, and he 
will represent in his memory the great- 
est mystical idea of his time of former 
Russia.”’ 

It is impossible from a study of the 
portraits of Gregory Rasputin. in these 
two volumes, to decide as to the real 
character of the man. The face is a 


Strange admixture of the masculine 
and feminine elements in physiognomy, 


the upper part, with the expressive eyes 
and long hair parted in the middle and 
almost hiding the forehead, being that 
of a woman, while the long nase, full 
mouth and hairy jaws are 3 mas- 
culine. 


Baroness Souiny evidently accepted 
Rasputin at his own valuation. She 


says of him that he freed the royal fam- 
ily from its fear of the dark forces, 
restored the Czarevitch to health and 
“brought back the Czar to his people 
His radiant 
eyes shone fearlessly through falsehood. 
He destroyed the camarilla and chased 
the false priests from the court.“ 

She does not deny that he abused the 
power bestowed upon him, thus making 
for himself merciless enemies. And she 
ascribes his assassination, and indeed 
most of the ills that befell the Romanoff 
dynasty, to the plottings of the Czar’s 
mother, Maria Feodorovna, who wished 
to get rid of Nicholas and aspired to 
become an autocratic Empress after the 
manner of Catherine the Great. 

The Baroness Souiny's book is of spe- 
cial interest because it treats the Rus- 
sian revolution and all the events lead- 
ing up to it from the persona! point of 
view. It is rather a book of court scan- 
dals and plots than of political history. 
Indeed, so full of the individual is it 
that we find no mention or review of 
the political evotution which Save birth 
to the now famous Soldiers’ and Work- 
ers’ party, whose strong arms and hard
